According to ilarina Oswald, 
she saw the rifle 'laTne garage about th_ree weeks prior to Novemcer 22hd 
and she thinks that the rifle was takzen out of the garage "by her husoaud 
in the corning of the assassination of the President. 



Marina Osv;ald wa&-,-further questioned concerning the attempted assassination 
of forcer Generai^Malk er hy her huscand on April 10 , 1963^ 2nd whether any 
one else knew 'beside herself about this act. S'ne stated that the day of her 
husband' s arrest and after she and her cothsr-in-law returned to the Paine's 
from visiting Lee Oswald at the City Jail, she told her cothar-in-law that 
she thought Lae was responsible for shooting the President as he previously 
.unsuccessfully tried to kill General Walkier with his rifle. That’^was the 
same day when Mrs. Oswald, Sr., told her to destroy Lee's pictures in her 
albus showing hie standing with the rifle. Marina 03 v;ald further stated 
than her husoana twice saw the T\^ showing of a coving picture depicting a 
plot to kikl a Cuban dictator with a bocb where the plotters had to dig a 
tunnel and that Lee did not like the picture as he said that z^as the way they 
did in ohe old days. She adso thought Lee saw a TV showing of a covis v/here 
an atteept was cade to kill a President at the railroad station with a rifle 
from a house, hut she was not sure about it. The way Marina Oswald was ^ 
describing ..he^iauer picture, it leaves vary little doubt that this picture 
is entitled J^i^denly^ starring Frank Sinatra. 

Osv'aud also was asked for assistance in transcribing various names 
words^and addresses written in Russian by her husband in his small notebook, 
reprpauced pages of which were furnished this Service by the FBI. • hothinf^ ^ 
was found there of interest to this Sen'ice except various names of their 
friends while tney v.'ere living in Russia, their addresses, and telenhone 
numbers, various names of Government offices, Russian calendar, proner nro- 
nunciaoicn of Russian words, items to be obtained for liirina's departure from' 
Russia and a hand-drawn map of the Kreclin and its vicinity.
